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DETAILED ACTION 



Introduction 

1 . Claims 28-33 of U.S. Application 09/804,979, originally filed on 03/13/2001 
remain in consideration in the instant application. 

2. Applicants' arguments in the Amendment filed on 9/22/2005 are persuasive, and 
Examiner has withdrawn all rejections based on the Richardson reference. 



Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 27-33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

5. The closest prior art found pertaining to independent claim 28 is: 

■ U.S. PG-PUB 2003/ 0014476 A1 to Peterson, filed on 1/3/01. (Hereinafter 
"Peterson"). 

6. In regards to claim 28, Richardson teaches the following limitations: 

28. A system for providing computing sen/ices in a networked computing 
environment, comprising: 

a domain controller operative to authenticate authority for a computing 
device to connect to a remote terminal server via a networked computing 
environment; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraph [0030] 

a remote terminal server operative to connect to a computing device; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0004], [0011], [0027] and [0028] 
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to provide the computing device a software module for allowing exchange 
of data between the computing device and the remote terminal server; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0027] and [0028] 

to provide the computing device, through the software module, an 
emulation of an operating system of the remote terminal server; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0027] and [0028] 

to provide the computing device, through the software module, an 
emulation of the computing device's desktop configuration, the desktop 
configuration being passed to the computing device from the remote 
terminal server; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0027] and [0028] 

to monitor actions at the computing device by the operating system of 
the remote terminal server; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0027] and [0028] 

to update the emulation of the operating system provided to the 
computing device in response to the actions at the computing device; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0027] and [0028] 

to update the emulation of the desktop configuration provided to the 
computing device in response to the actions at the computing device; 

See Peterson, especially: paragraphs [0027] and [0028] 

to provide the computing device use of a software application, the 
software application being resident on the remote terminal server; 

However, while the Peterson reference teaches the following in paragraph [0026] 
(Emphasis added): 

The VTOS 10 is controlled by a DOS shell 12. which consists of files and 
settings and together with the associated drivers and software resident on 
a server 14, which will be discussed further hereinbelow, controls 
operation of the thin client computer 13. 
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the Peterson reference does not expressly teach the use of a " file se/ver ", as 

clainaed in the final limitation of claim 28: 

and a file server operative to receive data from tlie computing device, and 
to store the data received at the computing device at the remote terminal 
sen/er 

Therefore, claim 28 is allowable over the cited prior art. 

7. Dependent claims 29-33 depend from allowable claim 28.
